will pay for this agreement with normal goods * but especially with bauxite 0 Poland 
exports food and electric power in compensation to Czechoslovakia , Up to 1951 Poland 
exported 100 million kw hours a year to Czechoslovakia* and since 1951 has increased

(d) Rumania received from the USSR a complete aluminum and alumina factory, Rumania is 
the’ only Satellite which receives from the USSR machinery in large quantities because 
it can pay for. this machinery with raw oil. The Rumanian aluminum plants will be 
erected in Transylvania (this part of the country belonged formerly to “Hungary,) 

All the Satellites . including East Germany* now manufacture only unrefined aluminum P 
with a content of 99,5$ metallic aluminum. At the present time only Hungary* among 
the Satellites^ produces aluminum* and this will be exported to the USSR in the form 
of sheets of the above-named quality. Among all the Satellites only in East Germany 
is there an aluminum refining factory* located in Bitterfeld, This factory in man- 
aged directly by the Soviets, The complete production of this factory is transported 
to the USSR, The East German authorities have nothing to do with this factory and 
they do not know the quantities manufactured.
